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INTRODUCTION 

1. The North-East College of Arts and Science, Maiduguri is a two- 
year post-secondary institution with a primary mission of preparing 
candidates for entry requirement for degree programmes; and courses 
are patterned on School of Basic Studies, Ahmadu Bello University, Zaria. 

2. The College Campus is located on an open and rolling 1,200 acre 
site along Bama road, seven miles north-east of Maiduguri town. The 
physical lay-out of the Campus includes a staff housing area; an academic 
area comprising classrooms, lecture theatres, modern science laboratories 
and administrative offices; and a student hostel area. 

3. The College, which was established by the Edict No. 5 published 
in the North-Eastern State of Nigeria Gazette Number 9 Volume 6 of 
2nd March, 1972 had its first intake of some 250 students in September 
1973 and is now making rapid progress as an institution of higher learn¬ 
ing. Under its current development plan, the College is envisaged to 
mature quickly with a strong faculty, broad academic programmes, 
modern, and well-equipped buildings; and an educational philosophy 
that stresses opportunity for service and progress and diversity of purpose 
for each individual student. 

4. The College’s primary mission as stated by the establishing Edict is 

(a) to provide for basic studies, training, and research in Arts, 
Science and Languages for the purpose of University entry 
requirements; and 

( b ) to offer these and other related subjects with the ultimate pur¬ 
pose of service to the community.

THE ACADEMIC PLAN 

11. The College is organised into three academic units: The Depart¬ 
ment of Arts and Social Sciences, the Department of Science, and the 
Department of Languages and Literature. 

12. The Department of Arts and Social Sciences houses the basic 
academic disciplines and offers courses in Social Science, Geography, 
History, Islamic Studies, Mathematics. The Department prepares stu¬ 
dents for admission to the university degree programmes in the following 
faculties:

ADMISSION 

Admission Requirements 

15* Admission to the College is normally restricted to candidates who 
possess one or more of the following qualifications:;

Passes in five or more academic subjects at the credit level in 
the West African School Certificate Examination; or passes in 
five or more academic subjects at the ordinary level in the 
General Certificate of Education Examination, 
ib) For courses in Science:

Method of Application 

16. Applications for admission are invited through the Area Inspec¬ 
tors of Education in the State and by advertisement in the Newspapers. 
Request for Admission Forms must be made to the Registrar and must 
be accompanied with a self-addressed envelope measuring 22.5 cm x 10 
cm (9 x 4 inches) and bearing a 10k stamp. The Form must be completed 
and returned to the Registrar together with a crossed postal or Money 
Order for N1.00 payable to the North-East College of Arts and Science, 
Maiduguri and with 2 self-addressed 22.5 cm x 10 cm envelopes each 
bearing 5k stamps respectively. 

Note: The College reserves the right to admit or to refuse to admit any 

candidate and will not enter into any correspondence with or 
countenance personal calls from anyone regarding the final 
selection of candidates. 

COURSES 

17. The College course offerings are for the meantime patterned on 
and in most cases exactly the same as those currently obtainable at the 
School of Basic Studies, Zaria and the Preliminary Programme of Abdul¬ 
lah Bayero College, Kano; Ahmadu Bello University. The College and 
the School of Basic Studies are following the same syllabuses, course and 
course structures, and will have a joint examination board for the purpose 
of ascertaining the candidates’ entry qualification to the University. 
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18. Basic Courses: The Basic Courses are designed to introduce 
student to the basic scientific ideas and thoughts as well as broaden their 
intellectual horizons with regard to domestic and international issues. 

i. The Basic English 

The course is designed to give all students further practice in 
the specific language skills that are necessary for any 
advanced level of study. Special importance is attached to 
the widening of vocabulary and the organisation of material 
in essay work and summary. 

ii. General Studies 

This course is an inter-disciplinary study of Nigeria’s place 
in West Africa. It includes the study of the geographical 
setting of West Africa, social structure and state formation; 
precolonial trade; overseas contact and the colonial system 
in West Africa; the intellectual responses to colonialism, etc. 

iii. Basic Science 

Designed for non-science students, this course treats some 
elementary ideas taken from all the main branches of the 
physical and biological sciences as well as the history of 
science and the scientific method. It is envisaged that student 
will thus be exposed to a basic knowledge of science that 
should enable him explain day to day experiences rationally. 

/v. Basic Mathematics 

The course introduces the basic ideas of algebra, trigonometry, 
set theory, analysis, vector and matrix calculas and statistics 
on an elementary level. 

19. Principal Subjects 

/. Arabic 

Both language and literature are studied, and so previous 
knowledge of the language is required by students wishing to 
take this course. 
ii- English 

English is a study of literature which may be taken as a one- 
year or two-year course. The first year is an introductory 
course which covers some prose, poetry and drama. The 
second year of the course is intended as a more serious and 
scholarly approach to set works, providing a preparation for 
the type of study required at undergraduate level. 
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iii. French 

At least a “pass” at WASC level is necessary for entry to this 
course. It is a two-year course intended specifically for those 
who wish to take French at the university, and will include 
a study of language, literature and French civilisation. 

iv. Geography 

The course in geography is designed to provide students with 
broad knowledge of the systematic and regional aspects of 
geography: and some basic tool and techniques of geogra¬ 
phical analysis. The areas covered include physical basis of 
geography, regional study of world and human geography, 
map interpretation and surveying. 

Pre-requisite: WASC CREDIT GCE ‘O’ in both Geogra¬ 
phy and Elementary Mathematics. 

v. Hausa 

The course is taken as a principal subject and includes the 
study of the Hausa sound system; an introduction to Hausa 
grammar and free composition in Hausa and translation. 

vi. History 

There are two branches of history in this course; namely, 
African History and the History of the Modern World. The 
African History section deals with the different regions of the 
continent topically, while the History of the Modern World 
presents many of the historical factors which show the inter¬ 
relationships between the major areas of the world including 
Asia, Africa, Europe, and the Americas. 

viL Islamic Studies 

In the first year the student follows Koranic and Hadith stu¬ 
dies, together with a life history of the Prophet. In the second 
year Islamic Philosophy, law and ethics are studied. 

yiii. Mathematics 

This course covers, the work required for GCE ‘A’ level 
Mathematics in calculas, vector calculas, differential equations 
and statistics. 
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Pre-requisite: WASC Credit or GCE /O’ level pass in 
Elementary Mathematics. 


ix. Social Science 

This is an integrated course of sociology, Economics and 
Political Science (Government) and as such provides an 
integrated approach to the study of “Society”. Sociology 
provides a large part of the conceptional skill and contextual 
framework for the whole course. In Sociology section, the 
course deals topically with the concepts of social groups, 
and structure, social institutions, scale and change; and in 
the Economics it introduces the student to the economic aspects 
of the society. Finally, the political science part among other 
topics handles the study of Political system, Political cultures 
and Socialization. 

x. Biology 

The Biology course introduces students to some of the funda¬ 
mental principles and major concepts in Biology such as 
the cell, classification, physiology, ecology, behaviour, genetics 
and evolution. 

Pre-requisite: WASC credit or GCE ‘O’ level pass in Biology. 

xi. Chemistry 

This is a course designed to give the student a basic under¬ 
standing of the principles of general inorganic Physical and 
organic Chemistry. 

Pre-requisite: WASC credit or GCE ‘O’ level in Chemistry 
and at least a WASC pass in Elementary 
Mathematics. 


xii. , Physics 

The course is offered to provide students intending to study 
science or engineering at university level with broad under¬ 
standing of the fundamentals of general physics. The course 
comprises the study of mechanics, heat and sound, electricity, 
magnetism, cptics and modern physics. 
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Pre-requisite: WASC credit or GCE ‘O’ level Pass in Phy¬ 
sics and Elementary Mathematics. 

Note: The History and Social Science courses are offered 

for the second year only. 

Principal subject Combinations 

20. Students are required to plan their academic programmes care¬ 
fully as this affects their future careers. The College provides information 
on this and makes available all necessary staff advisory services at the 
time of registration to help individual students to make their own deci¬ 
sion on suitable subject combinations. As a guide, the following combina¬ 
tions are suggested at the principal level, due consideration having been 
given to the academic and professional disciplines which the students 
will study at the degree level. Any combination is possible, provided 
that such combination is within the accepted programme of the univer¬ 
sities faculties.

Examinations 

23. Students will be officially examined twice during the two-year 
course. Their performance at the end of the first year will determine 
whether they are allowed to continue in the College. The examination 
taken at the end of the second year will determine whether they qualify 
for admission to a university to take up degree studies. 


Student Services 

Accommodation 

24. Accommodation will be provided for up to 600 students. This 
figure is expected to rise for up to 1,200 students when the College is in 
full operation. It is expected that a number of students may choose to 
live off-campus but it should equally be noted that the Campus is about 
7 miles away from the town. 

Meals 

25. Meals are provided at the student dining halls on the Pay As You 
Eat (PAYE) basis at an organised price rate of 20k for breakfast, and 

25k for each lunch and dinner.

Recreation 

26. All students are encouraged to participate in recreational acti¬ 
vities which are organised by the Students’ Union with the assistance of 
the College staff. 
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27. Full recreational facilities will not, however, be available imme¬ 
diately on the Campus but arrangements may be made to ensure that 
students get reasonable recreation. 

Associations, Clubs and Societies 

28. Students are allowed to form associations, clubs, and societies 
for social, cultural and educational purposes such as football, dancing, 
clubs, etc. but the formation and the constitutions of such organisations 
are subject to approval of the Principal. 

Laundry 

29. There are facilities for laundry by the students themselves. 

Students’ Union 

30. Students’ Union activities are encouraged and all students must 
abide by the College rules and regulations relating to the aspects of their 
life in the College. All students are members of the Students’ Union. 

Students Common Room 

31. Students common rooms are provided with the following ame¬ 
nities: Radio sets. Radiogram, indoor games, other games equipment, 
and musical instruments for relaxation. Students are therefore encouraged 
to use the common room lounge for welcoming their guests and visitors. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 
The Library 

32. The College Library is at the moment housed in a temporary 
building at the College permanent site. The Library holds over 3,500 
volumes of books, pamphlets and reference sources. All Prospective 
users of the Library must first register at the counter and obtain a mem¬ 
bership card. Books are normally loaned to readers on the expressed 
condition that they can be recalled at any time. Books from the Reserved 
Collection, however, may not be taken out of the Library except, for 
special reasons.
